The report of the effaires of the Penitentiary 
by the Warden, exhibits the number of prisoners, 
and contains an estimate of the appropriation 
necessary for their subsistence. 

The Penitentiary system, ae applied in thi: 
Territory, seems to be peculiarly unfitted for 
carrying out the intention of its projectors. 
There will probably beonly a smal! number of 
convicts confined at any one time, and J am ac- 
quainted with no kind of labor which, in this 
country, would defray the expense of the main- 
tenance of the prisoners, and the payment of a 
suitable guard. The continuance of the system 
under these circumstances subjects the Terri- 
toryto a heavy expense, without furnishing 
corresponding edvantege. The building itself is 
objectionable, in consequence of the original de- 
fects in the plan of ite structure, and, from ils 
present dilapidated state, caused bya violent 
storm in the year eighteen hundred and fifty- 
eight. It originally consisted of two stories; the 
upper, comstracted of sdobes, divided into two 
rooms; the lower, built of sandstone, divided 
intosmalleells. Theeastern gable end of the 
bulidimg, and « large portion of the roof, were 
destroyed by the storm above alluded to. As 
there are no work-shops, tools or materials pro- 
vided fer work, the prisoners must necesserily 
be confined to their cells for want of proper 
ocenpation, or be permitted to rove about within

Also, the expense of keeping in repair the 
reed between the nerth boundary of this city 
and the gate near the eity bath-house, should 
be equally divided between Davis County and 
this city.

I especially call your attention to the dilapide- 
ted condition of the bridge over the Jordan at 
the foot of North Temple Street. 

In the month of June, 1859, the officer, in 
command of the Department of Utah, detached, 
under the command of an experienced officer, 
what he deemed a suitable military force for the 
protection of emigration en the northern Califor- 
nia Route. Notwithstanding this precaution, 
many persons passing from the Eastern States to 
California by that route, were murdered by In- 
dia 18 supposed to belong to the roving bands of 
Bunnacks and Sho-sho-nees. These Indians are 
reported to have stolen and destroyed the property 
of the emigrants. It is probable that the officer 
in command of the Department wil establish 
posts upon this line, which will secure hereafter 
the emigration on this route from similar | disas- 
ters. 

With the exception of the depredations above

Lake City is wichin three bandred and fifty, or 
four hundred miles of steamboat navigation on 
the tributaries of the Missouri. 

A communication, recently received by me 
from ap officer of the Army, in charge of a re 
connoisance belween Fort Vancouver and this 
point, iaduces the belief that the distance from 
this City to steamboat navigation on Snake River 
(atributary of the Columbia) will not exceed 
four hundred miles, thus placing this people in 
intimate connection with the Pacific Coast on the 
W est, and the Atlantic on the East. 


The present state of pub‘ic opinion indicates this 
region as 4 portion of the route most suitable for 
the establishment of Railroa! communication be- 
tween the Oceans. 

It is not unreasonable to anticipate an union 
of the intereste of the Southern overland mail 
with those of the mail which at present ruus from 
St Joseph’s through thie city to San Francisco. 

If this union should be accomplished and this 
rou'e adopted, in my opinion, a great publie in- 
terest would be advanced, and a weekly 
mail secured, the trausit of which, be- 
tween New York and San Francisco through 
this city, would not exceed eighteen or twenty 
days. 

Trusting that the blessing of the Almighty 
Ruler of the universe may rest upon your labors, 
and that your aciion during this session may be 
profitable to the Territory.
